How to foil an 
unsuccessful fire 


By BOB GONKO 

Every successful cookout 
begins with a good fire, ac- 
cording to rules for char- 
coaling. 

How, to light the fire the 
right way: 

Line the grill with heavy 
duty aluminum. foil. — for 
faster cooking and easier 
clean-up later. 

Stack the briquets in a 
pyramid. They'll light faster 
sihce, air can circulate 
around them.” 

Use a’ good starter. Try 
the electric or chimney 
type, 
jelly.or solid fibrous cubes. 

Be patient! Let the bri- 
quets burn to just the right 
stage before adding food. 
Generally they'll require 20 
to 40 minutes. 

How to judge the tem- 
perature of a charcoal bri- 
quet fire: 

To tell when it's cooking 
time: Different brands of 
charcoal give off varying 
degrees of heat in a given 
time. Thus, some are.ready 
for cooking sooner than oth- 
ers. In daylight, the coals 
are ready for cooking when 
they are covered by a layer 
of grey ash at night they'll 
have a bright red-glow. At 
this stage, spread the bri- 
quets into a single layer 
with tongs and place food on 
the grill 

Quick temperature test: 
Hold your hand at the cook- 
ing height, palm side down. 
If you.can keep it in position 
for 2 seconds, the tempera- 
ture is high or hot, 3 sac- 
onds, medium-highor hot, 4 
seconds, medium, 5 seconds, 
low. — 

To lower the tempera- 
ture: Raise the grid, or 
spread out the coals.

or choase, a liquid,. 


To raise the temperature; 
Tap ash from coals, or pee: 
them closer. 

When more coals are 
needed: Add to the outer 
edge of hot coals. 

If spattering fat causes 
flareups: Put flames out by 
raising grid, spreading ou 
coals, or removing a ih 
coals. If all else fails, have a 
water bottle handy (remove 
food before sprinkling). For 
rotisserie cooking, place foil 
drip pan in front of the coals 
in the fire box to catch the 
drippings, thus eliminating 
flareups before they start. 

How to’ make clean-up 
easy: 

Prevention: Line the grill 
with heavy duty aluminum 
foil spray the grill rack with 
a non-stick coating. 

Cure: To remove grease 
and grilled-on food parti- 
cles, sprinkle dry baking 
soda on a damp sponge and 
scour rinse with water-soda 
solution. 

Store: Clean after each 
use then cover the grill and 
store in a clean dry place.

The list of American 
casualties of the Vietnam 
War continues to mount, 
even though U-S. | in- 
volvement in the fighting in 
Indochina ended several 
years ago. 

Hundreds of thousands — 
possibly many more 
American GIs were exposed 
to Agent Orange and otHer 
powerfully toxic defoliants 
while fighting in Southeast 
Asia during the Vietnam 
War. Agent Orange contains 
dioxin, which scientist Barry 
Commoner and others have 
called “the most toxic man- 
made substance known.” 

Dioxin has been blamed. 
for a) number of severe 
health problems and some 
deaths among Vietnam 
veterans, as well as birth 
dfects among some of their 
children. These disabilities 
are showing up years after 
exposure to herbicides such 
as Agent Orange: 

The 622,000-member 
Disabled American Veterans 
(DAV) has set. up 
nationwide program to assist 
veterans in filing claims with 
the Veteran Administration 
(VA) for health care and 
disability benefits fer 
illnesses that may be 
associated with © dioxin 
poisoning, 

The most common symp- 
toms attributed to dioxin 
poisoning include: 

—Numbness in fingers, 
toes, arms and legs in 
varying degrees. 

—Nervous disorders, 
especially loss or decrease in 


the sensitivity of the senses. 
—Psychological __ effects, 
including loss of memory, 
confusion, aggression. or 
irritability 
—Skin rashes, specifically 
chloracne, which resembles 
a severe case of acne and is 
usually found on the face, 
arms, chest, back or legs. 
Itered ‘sex drive, in- 
cluding diminished sex drive 
pr impotence among men 
pnd increased sexual ac- 
livity among women. 
—Cancer, particularly 
cancer of the Tiver; and 
| —Birth defects in children 
born to affected parents — 
primarily défects of the 
hands, fingers, feet and toes. 
Some hyperactivity and 
psychological problems have 
been reported in children. of 
affected parents. : 
“It will be extremely 
difficult to show that these 
disabilities are the result of 
exposure to Agent Orange 
for the purposes of claims for 
VA benefits,’’ said DAV 
National Director of Ser- 
vices Norman B. Hartnett. 
“That’s why it's so. im- 
portant that a Vietnam 
yeteran have a_ veterans’ 
benefits expert, who does not 
get his paycheck from the 
government, represent him. 
in filing this type of claim.”” 
rhe services of DAV 
veterans’ benefits experts 
are provided free of charge 
to veterans and members of 
their families. 
Veterans of the war in 
Southeast Asia who have 
symptoms they feel may be 


related’ to exposure to such 
herbicides as Agent Orange 
are to contact:

With boat traffic getting

boat operators must 
+ understand and practice safe 
boating practices. 
The American Medical, As- 
sociation reminds’ that boating 
equipment should be checked 
before leaving shore. Essential 
safety equipment for 4 boat in- 
cludes an.anchor, a fire extin- 
guisher, oars, a horh, running 
lights, a signal mirror and a first 
aid’ kit. 
A life presetver or flotation 
cushidn should be provided for 
each person aboard. Nonswim- 


mers should wear life jackets at 
all times afloat, Some. states 
have laws requiring such 
equipment before boats ¢an be 
licensed for hire 

Most boating accidents in- 
volve faulty operation, negli- 
Bence, or ignorance. The skip- 
Per should know his or her boat, 
keep his mind on business, and 
operate the boat according to 
nautical rules. And by all means

If water skiing is on yout list 
of water activities, make certain 
you and other members of your 
family who might try the sport 
know how to swinr.

on oe A

SPRINGFIELD — Archer 
Daniels Midland of Decatur 
has taken a gamble on 
Gasohol. 

Successful as a pioneer in 
the extraction of soy protein 
from soybeans, ADM contin- 
ues to look for new uses for 
grain, according to Dick 
Burket, ADM vice presi- 
dent. 

“That's why we-took the 
risk with Gashol. New -im- 
provements keep us on top 
of things,’’ Burket 
“explained. 

ADM produces 50,000 gal- 
lons of alcohol a day; per- 
mitting the manufacture of 
500,000 gallons of Gashol for 
distribution all over the Mid- 
west. 

The alcohol is made from 
degerminated kernels of 
corn. 

“The germ part of a ker- 
nel is the white, tear-shaped 
part. It's here that the oil 
and protein content of corn 
is stored,” Burket said. ‘We 
extract the germ by using a 
process that makes the 
germ swell and come out.”” 

The germ is then pro- 


cessed and the oil is extract-- 
ed. The pfotein portion of, 


the germ is used in animal 
feeds. 

“For Gasohol p) ction, 
the yellow part of the corn 
kernel, high in starch, is 
used,"' he said. ‘This is.con- 
verted to sugar, then the 
sugar to alchol. Only a small 
residue is left over, about 2 
percent, We dry it for feed 
grains.” 

According to Burket, pro- 
cesses that don’t degerm the 
corn in the beginning have a 
much larger residue. 

Gasohol opponents claim 
it takes more energy to pro- 
duce Gasohol than the 
amount of energy it produc- 
es. Burket says the energy 
figures that opponents cite 
include energy used for 
growing the corn, in addi- 
tion to the manufacturing 
process. 

‘Those factors are not con- 
sidered when © determining 
the amount of enei'gy used 
to produce regular gasoline, 
Burket said. 

Burket feels a federal pro- 
gram is needed to make 
Gasohol a competitive alter- 
native to gasoline. 

“To make anything work, 
the government has to get 
involved and behind a new 
program.

The phone went dead. 
Three days later, another 
white envelope arrived with 
the. application form, the 
brochure, and the business 
card. 

This time he read the card. 
It listed the Knights of the Ku 
Klux Klan headquarters in 
Metairie, La., the same 
place he was sul ed to 
return the application, along 
with $30 and a signed pledge 
he was “a white person who 
believes in the ideals of 
Western civilization and 
culture and in thé great 
people that created them, 
and in the Constitution of the 
United States.” 

“T couldn’t imagine why, 
anyone would send this 
material to me,” he said. 
“Nothing about my life or 
my friends would suggest 
that I would ever have 
anything to do with 
something as despicable as 
the Klan.” 

He sent the material to us 
and thought nothing more 
about it. A week later, the 
phone ‘rang again late at 
night. 

“Did you keep the stuff 
this time?” 

“You mean the trash from 
the Klan.”

“If the Klan is organizing 
in this area, we would cer- 
tainly like to know about it,” 
says Maj. Ewin Knezevich of 
the Madison County Sheriff's 
Department. ‘‘I would hope 
that people who receive 
threatening phone calls 
would tell us’ about it.’” 

The FBI would like to 
know, too. They are sup- 
posed to keep tabs on the 
Klan, which is officially 
listed as ‘a “‘subversive 
organization” by the federal 
govenment. 

The Klan itself is not 
illegal, although some of the 
activities are. If they 
threaten someone on the 
phone, or in person, com- 
plaints can be signed against 
them. 

This is one reason 
organizers stay in the 
shadows. ‘Another reason is 
the key to Klan tactics — 
fear of the unknown. The 
Klan exists on hatred, fear 
and ignorance. 

They represent the worst 
traits of the human race, the 
supremacist philosophy 
which undercuts the concept 
of equality. 

The Klan hates not only 
blacks, ‘but Jews, Indians, 
Chicanos and any other 
group. which, in. their 
opinion, is not ‘purely 
white.” 

The Klan has existed since 
the Civil War, when the 
robéed “night riders” took 
their revenge on the newly 
liberated blacks. 

In the south more than a 
decade ago, they were still 
active, burning _ their 
crosses, riding the roads and 


" terrozing anyone who dared 


defy them. 

In Southwestern Virginia, 
nobody dared buck the Klan 
because they controlled the 
politicians and counted the 
county sheriffs among their 
membership.

An ordinance that will

between the fireman's 
disability pension and his full 
salary ice Harris retired 
on disability pension in 1972. 

The fees consist of 
payments of 2 percent of 
gross revenues on fire in- 
surance sold to Hilinois 
resitients by fire insurance 
companies based outside 
Iilinois. 

The fees are paid to the 
Illinois Municipal League 
which distributes the money 
to cities and villages.

(Editor’s note: Dr. Nicola is minister 
of the Unity Church of Truth, Orange, 
Calif. He is a well-known lecturer, 

‘teacher, counselor and author. The 
téxt, here condensed, won the 
principal award — as the best sermon, 
nationwide, on liberty — from the 

Freedoms Foundation at Valley 

Forge.) 

Dr. Philip Nicola — I've always been 
intrigued by the significance of both 
the Constitution and the Declaration 

\ of Independence, 

When our forefathers started this 
great Declaration, they began with the 
words: “When in the course of human 
events it becomes necessary for one 
‘people to dissolve the political bans 
which have connected them with 
another and to assume among the 
powers of the earth a separate and 
equal station to which the laws of 
nature and of nature’s God entitle 
them, a decent respect to the opinions 
of mankind requires that they should 
declare the causes which impel them 
to the separation.” 

The document ends in a wonderful 
and warm way, speaking of a 
commitment that seldom you see in 
the minds and the lives of humnan 
beings: 

“We, therefore, the representatives 
of the United States of America in 
General ‘Congress assembled, 

- appealing to the Supreme Judge of the 
world for rectitude of our intentions, 
do in the-name and by the authority of 
the good - people of these 
colonies,..and for the support of this 
declaration with the firm reliance on 
the protection of Divine Providence, 
we mutually pledge to each other our 
lives, our fortunes and our sacred 
honor.” 

What happeted to those men? Five 
signers were captured by the British 
and tortured to death as traitors. Two 
lost their sons in the Revolutionary 
Army. Another had two sons 
captured. ) : 

Nine of ‘the 56 signers fought and 
died from wounds or the hardships of 
the war. Some made it and some 
didn’t. Some are remembered, some 
are forgotten. The only thing we 
remember about them all is a‘name on 
the bottom of -a jdocument that 
changed the history and the course of 
mankind. 

And so it is that we come to 
Independence Day 1979, a day of the 
celebration of liberty. 

It. all started ‘way back in 1776, 
when our founding fathers came 
together and said, “You know, we're 
tired of being pushed around; iet’s 
start a fight and something ‘good will 
happen of it.” This document, in\ fact, 
says to mé that “you are not only 
Privileged to revolt against injustices, 
but you are responsible to do so.” 

What might be considered a bunch 
of “troublemakers” against a status 
quo got together, July.4, 1776. They 
started a fight, andthe most important 

. élement was that they were pulling 

away from something that was 
suffocatingthem, © <« 

They weren't so much turning their 
baéks on the injustices of life as they 
were turning their faces ‘to the 
greatness that lay before them, to the 
premise that man is made for liberty. 


Liberty — what a ring it has! What a 
feeling we get when we talk about 
liberty! It's like breaking forth out of a 
corral that has hemmed us in. 

Today, we must renew that 
dedication, that commitment, to 
pledge our lives, our fortunes and our 
sacred honor, or it’s nothing. We can’t 
continue to remember the “good old 
days of life, liberty and the pursuit of 
happiness” if we're not right in there 
willing to live with them and be a part 
of them. It’s so much a part of our 
spiritual heritage that it seems a shame 
we have to equate it only as our 
political history. 

Will you make a commitment in 
your lif§ an in your living that can be 
equal to'this? Every man, woman and 
child in the world is expected to make 
some kind of commitment. Until you 
are willirig-to, you will never know the 
freedom of liberty. Until you are 
willing to di¢ for the cause of liberty, 
you will never know the pinciple of 
eternal living that lies within you. 

On this. Independence Day 1979, 
there is still no other country on the 
face of this globe that is free as we are 
free. Does that make us better} than 
they? No, it does not. It place: upon us 
one of the greatest responsibilities that 
a man or a woman can have; 
responsibility to take the flame and to 


. hold it high and to feed it with the fire 


of our own heart and say, “I’m willing 
to be a part of this.” 

It's time we stopped thinking of 
America as the great experiment, The 
experiment is over; it’s been proven. 

‘It’s time to. live in the conviction 
that God is among us and ‘wihin us, 
and that this great nation under God 
cannot, will not, perish from the earth, 
but will go on to greater freedom and 
greater knowing. And that puts on us a 
double responsibility to see that it 


a lot of condemnation and 
criticism in the United States and 
thank God for it, for nowhere else 
would that’) be allowed. We have 
people around us that disagree with 
our personal philosophies or our own 
Americanism, and without them, we 
would fot have some measuring point 
to judge our, own capacities and our 
own place in the scheme. 

Without mountains there would not 
be valleys, | without valleys there 
woould not be flat places. And so it is 


that we have in this great nation all \, 


manner of thought, of following, all-/ 
manner of preference and all manner 
of rejection. Give thanks for every one 
and be thankful, too; that you’re part 


of it. 

And as, yu. celebrate this 
Declaration of Independence, the 
birthday of, this great America, be 
thankful for it. Bless it. This js our 
country, this is our land. I hope that 
each takes time to be proud of it this 
week. 

When there are speeches agaimist it, 
when there) are comments criticizing 
it, just*remember that without those 
the United States of America would 
not be .what it is. Use them as, 
measuring points to grow in your own 
life, in your own will and in your own 
power. Thafik God for this America 
God bless it; it’s ours.

Alderman alleges insufficient funds 
being spent to assure air quality 


To the Editor: 

In the fall of 1977, many of 
our neighbors experienced 
an excessive dose of air 
pollution which has been 
appropriately labelled 
“‘white fallout.” 

This “fallout” not only 
covered and discolored the 
inside and outside of many 
homes, but also etched glass, 
corroded. paint, irritated 
people’s eyes and impaired 
their. respiratory, functions. 
‘The fallout created a 
horrible nuisance. 

Despite everyone's ob- 
vious familiarity) with 
Granite City’s pervasive 
pollution — scores of « le 
protested to the Granite City 
Pollution Control Board — 
the ‘‘white fallout’’ still 
continues even today, 
although there has been no 
major episode like that in the 
fall of 1977. 

Meteorological conditions 
can and will create this white 
fallout pollution again if its 
cause is,not abated, I 
believe. 

Granite City pollution 
engineers carefully studied 
this white fallout and 
determined that it might be 
the result of stack emissions 
from a sinter plant located 
on Route 203 (Edwardsville 
Road) near the blast fur- 
naces. 

It is convincing to me, but 
National Steel continues to 
deny responsibility. 

It took 11 months for the 
Illinois Environmental 
Protection Agency (EPA) 
and the Illinois attorney 
general to file suit to either 
discontinue or clean up 
sinter emissions. 

Public hearings to be held 


in Granite City concerning 
the episodes have been 
scheduled and cancelled six 
times due to delays initiated 
by either National Steel or 
the attorney general's office. 

Granite Cityans have Jong 
been subjected to abuse of 


our right to clean air. 


Article XI of the present 
Illinois Constitution declares 
that each person has a right 
to a healthful’ environment. 

National: Steel’s produc- 
“tion and profits have soared 
over the last few years. In 
1978, it cleared $112 million, 
an 87 percent increase over 
the year before. In addition, 
National Steel paid no 
federal income tax last year. 

Profits for 1979 promise to 
increase even more. But 
pollution control may depend 
on the whims of corporate 
officers who don’t even live 
in Granite City, in my 
opinion. 

We hear that National 
Steel is going to invest $60 
million for a contiunous 
easter which will help boost 
profits still more. 

We are told about the in- 
vestment with the attitude 
that we should be proud of 
National Steel’s progress. 

Pollution control? Does it 
cost too much money? 

Investors demand profits. 
Some may not care. about 
those who live under a 
constant condition of smoke, 
smog, highly corrosive dirt, 
sulfur dioxide, lead, ete. 

To some investors, the cost 
of pollution to property and 
health may be of minor 
importance, profits are No. 
1 

Sinter plants may not even 
be a necessary function of 


the steelmaking process. 
They are simply a more 
economical, higher profit 
making item. 

I'am writing this letter to 
let you know that there are 
still people interested in 
helping to force spending of 
record profits for pollution 
control, instead of paying 
rich corporate shareholders 


_ bigger dividends. 


Air in Granite City is our 
air. We are the ones who 
breathe and live in it. We 
have a God-given right that 
it be reasonably clean. 

The required — public 
hearings are now scheduled 
on July 9, 10 and 11 with one 
date — at my urging, July 10
